THE BIG STICK AND MR. HARDING. 


The president has not, it seems, gotten 
rid of his problems 
simply 
by going to 
Florida. 
If current reports are true, Mr. 
Harding’s perplexities have followed him 
there. The question that is said to be both­ 
ering him now* is the question of how he 
had better behave on his speech-making 
tour this summer. 
Great pressure is said 
to have been brought to bear upon him to 
abandon altogether his 
easy-going ways 
and transform 
himself 
into an energetic 
and aggressive wielder of the “Big Stick,” 
and the time to make 
this 
change, it is 
urged, is w*hen he goes on tour after his 
Florida vacation. 
Here is the way the 
Washington correspondent of the New* 
York Times sizes up the situation and the 
Drotabilities: 


“Among politicians here, and espe­ 
cially 
among 
republican 
senators, 
there 
has 
been 
discussion 
as 
to 
whether the president will assume an 
attitude militant enough to attract the 
attention of the people to the causes 
hie will advocate 
and 
excite the ad­ 
miration even of some of those w*ho 
may at present have an unfriendly or 
indifferent feeling toward Mr. Har­ 
ding, but are likely to be influenced 
favorably by seeing him 
handle the 
.big stick. 
^ “The question among senators has 
*been and is: Will he do it? 
Some of 
them have answered flatly in the nega­ 
tive. 
These contend that the presi­ 
dent is so permeated with a desire to 
*bj* fair to 
everybody 
and 
to avoid 
p ictu res which possibly might be un- 
/ji^t to those at whom they would be 
Maimed, that he will not strike out from 
the shoulder in his swing around the 
Circle. 
Others have assumed a non­ 
committal but hopeful attitude. Still 
Hhers believe that the president has 
-at last come to the conclusion that his 
political future may depend upon the 
character of the impression he makes 
iipon the country 
in his 
continental 
tour, and that there will be a posi­ 
tive ring in what he has to say about 
* 
public questions.” 


Thus there is sharp difference of opinion 
iroong th ope who ought to know* as to 
whether the president is capable of this 
startling metamorphosis w*hich some of his 
friends consider so necessary. 
At best, it 
would be a hard struggle, and even if Mr. 
Harding could bring himself to essay the 
new role, there is no telling how he would 
get along with it. 
After all, aren’t these 
fronds of the president advising him to put 
up a bluff? 
He isn’t really the sort of man 
they w*ish him to pretend to be, and the 
people know that he isn't. 
It is possible 
rh At they 
w*ould 
find a strenuous, com­ 
bative, Big-Stick-wielding 
Mr. 
Harding 
amusing rather than impressive.

brought home to many the fact that it takes 
a lot of money to run a government.

rectly and indirectly, the federal govern­ 
ment collects 
$100 in taxes from 
every 
working person in the country. Eighty per 
| cent of this comes through internal reve­ 
nue, which includes income tax. 
Where does the 
money 
go, 
after the 
check is mailed to the tax collector? 
Ac­ 
cording 
to 
William P. Helm, Jr., in the 
Budget, 73 per cent of it is spent for six 
main objects. 
Out of each tax contribu­ 
tion of $100 the government in 1922 spent 
as follow’s:

About 75 per cent, therefore, went to 
pay for past and prospective w*ars.

used in paying the president’s salary and 
maintaining the white house. The weather 
bureau was given 4 cents and $2.41 w*as 
spent on good roads.

Rings w ere worn on the fingers in 
very early tim es. 
The Greeks seem 
to have got the idea from the Egypt­ 
ians. W e can tell that because Greek 
rings look so much like those made 
in Egypt. 
Greek jew elers paid most attention 
to the m etal parts of the rings they 
made. 
The 
stones were 
usually 
small. They were polished, but were

seldom cut like stones of the present 
time. 
The gold or silver in rings was 
often shaped like a horseshoe. 
At 
the open end of the “horseshoe" a 
piece of wire was run across, pierc­ 
ing the stone and holding it in place. 
In other cases, the stone was set 
in gold. 
The topaz- crystal and garnet were 
among the favorite stones used for 
the rings. 
Sometimes, images were 
cut on the stones. 
One such image 


shows a man driving a chariot drawn 
by four horses. 
A nother pictures a 
goose in full flight. Still others show 
Eros (Cupid) about to send an arrow* 
from his bow, a maid holding a m ir­ 
ror for her m istress and a woman 
playing a harp. 
Cameos were invented toward the 
end of the Greek tim e of greatness. 
They are carv ings in a stona, which 
has w hite and reddish layers. Cameos 
were used for 
pendants, 
ear-rings, 
necklaces, cups and plates. 
A comeo carved on the bottom of 
a shallow dish Is pictured. It shows 
the head of Medusa. 
A Greek m yth 
said this head would turn people to 
stone if they looked at it. 
I wonder 
if th at was why they put it on the 
bottom of the plate. 
The other side 
of the plate contained a cameo of 
gods and goddesses.

Company's large oil warehouse on 
Friday afternoon May 31, 1918. 
I immediately started to the fire 
in my automobile, not even waiting 
for the second alarm to come in.

had glanced out of my office window 
on the ninth floor of the City-County 
Building and could see 
the great 
cloud of heavy black smoke rolling 
into the heavens. 
The burning building being situat­ 
ed in hollow or valley helped a 
great deal to confine the heat, mak­ 
ing it so hot it was impossible for the 
firemen to get near enough to do any 
effective work.

ing and contents were doomed and 
we turned our attention towards sav­ 
ing a number of storage tanks locat­

The fire was caused by a short 
circuit of electric wires while a num­ 
ber of electricians were making some 
alterations and repairs to the wiring 
in the basement. 
The fire traveled j

There were nine heavy explosions.

JAS AN EYE ON 
ANTILLES ISLANDS

PARIS, 
March 19— The 
United 
States desires to obtain cession ot 
the Antilles from France, in pajunent 
of the French w*ar debt, according to 
Adolfo Agorio, Uruguayan writer, In 
an article printed in the Briandist 
newspaper L’Eclair. 
Supporting his 
contention, Agorio quotes the follow­ 
ing remarks, which he says Secretary* 
Hughes recently 
made to a South 
American diplomat, a friend of the 
writer: 
“The Monroe Doctrine is the fund­ 
amental basis, as well as the unique; 
strength of Pan-Americanism, and it 
will not have attained its essential 
object as long as 
there 
remains 
European colonies in America. 
“The hour w*e are hoping for, how­ 
ever, will strike soon. We have post­ 
poned our differences 
with 
threat 
Britain. 
As to France, she owes us 
too many billions for us to be able 
to cancel her debt, for we are re­ 
sponsible to the people of the United 
States. 
But in a few years the sum 
France owes will, with interest, have 
grown to such fantastic propositions 
that no country in the world could 
pay It.” 
“Will the question of the sale of 
the French Antilles be considered?’^, 
the diplomat asked Mr. Hughes, ac-* 
cording to M. Agorio. 
The article 
says that the 
American 
secretary 
thought for a few minutes and then 
continued: 
“Certainly, 
and 
we 
hope 
the 
French will beasonable and not re­ 
fuse to discuss this question with us. 
From the viewpoint of our military 
and naval defenses these islands are 
of vital importance to us, while they 
bring in nothing or virtually nothing 
to the French. I hope, and with me 
the entire public opinion of the Unit­ 
ed States hopes, that the French 
government will end this by an un­ 
derstanding.”
